Savior, Jesu s Christ. 
Mr. Beecher « aid in su bstance; 
- 
The q u estions which excite the political 
world to-day more than ever, thou gh they 
j have always lingered in the atmosu ore of 
! thou ght, are su ch as these: Is there a God— 
personal, creative, su staining, governing? If 
yes, then is it possible for the hu m an mind 
to prove His existence? Can we do more 
than to hope and dream? Can we know? If 
trie re bo a God is it po sible for the limited 
intelligence of man 
to 
u nderstand His 
natu re 
or 
His 
disposition? 
To 
all 
these 
i 
reply: The 
holy 
.Scriptu res 
teach that there is a personal,' eon-emu s, in- 
ledigent God; th at the scope of His wu ole 
natu re does lie beyond the reach of the bu ­ 
rn m mind; bu t th at enou gh of th i Divine 
will and deposition may be known, to con­ 
stitu te a grou nd and reason for adoraton, 
love, and obedience to HP will. 
In this discou rse I } ass by the q u estion of 
the natu re of God, and in the spirit of my 
text 1 consider how mankind may come to 
a 
knowledge of God by growth in grace. 
It is 
sirnpiy 
an 
exposition 
of 
the 
tru th 
that tie knowledge of God i- to be derived 
chietly from the m >ral experiences and the 
moral institu tions of mankind. 
The knowl­ 
edge of God is not simply annou nced to u s. 
It does not fall u pon u s as the rain falls u pon 
the plants. 
In its elemental forms it is 
evolved in u s first and its application to the 
Divine natu re is gradu ally u nfolded in u s 
afterwards. 
I su spect that men a t large su ppose th at 
God made Himself known to men simply by 
declaring to them what He was. Bu t I shall 
show that th at was impossible. 
For, al­ 
thou gh there were abu ndant annu nciations 
of God’s disposition, pu rpose and natu re, 
they were made afterw ard, and in conse­ 
q u ence of a foregoing experience in the 
hu man mind, which enabled them to u nder­ 
stand Him when He sp >ke. 
For as u niversal 
literatu re is dependant u pon the alpha­ 
bet, each letter of which is nothing in 
itself, bu t when u nder proper combination 
they spell ou t all knowledge, so all moral 
elements are dependant u pon a sort of al- 
E 
liaU*t of the facu lties of the sou l, and it is 
y combinations of them that men come to 
any tru e knowledge of things spiritu al and 
divine. 
The q u estion of the origin of man i* yet 
u ncertain. 
It is by no means proved tu at 
he was evolved from the inferior mammal­ 
ian world. 
There are many analogies and 
probabilities, bu t no absolu te proot; and I 
do not s-ee yet how any bridge can be 
constru cted across the abyss between man 
and his ancestors—if su ch there were—in 
the inferior animal kingdom; bu t th at tu e 
raw began at a very low point as compared 
with civilized ana Christian men, there can 
scarcely be a dou bt. 
It is not necessary, 
therefore, to pu sh the origin of the race be­ 
low the line of m am mal'. 
It is su fficient to 
say that primitive men began in the lowest 
barbaric condition, and at a period so re­ 
mote 
that 
Archbishop 
Usher’s chu rch 
chronology of 0,000 years is a mere comma, 
in view of scientific certainties in this m at­ 
ter. 
In this vast 
prehistoric antiq u ity 
they were developing the moral elements 
which wou ld make it possible for man t * 
u nder-tand the moral character of God. 
It 
is impossible to convey to an inferior being 
the character and emotion of a su perior be­ 
ing, u nless there has been develotied, in the 
inferior, elemental formsfof the knowledge 
which it is attem pted to convey. 
Nor can 
tho->e 
at 
the 
lowest 
point 
a~ 
cend 
to 
the 
highest 
except 
by a 
gradu al 
u nfolding. 
We 
call 
it 
an 
edu cation—a word eq u ivalent to evolu tion, 
which now has received a philosophical 
meaning; and there mu st be soma sim ilarity 
to God developed in the hu man consciou *» - 
ness before the mind can u nderstand the in­ 
spired annu nciations respecting God's char­ 
acter and design. 
In illu stration of this Mr. Beecher pointed 
to the prim itive conception« of God, which 
he said, 
were largely reflections of the 
animal side of men's own natu res, and con­ 
tinu ed: 
We aro all God bu ilders; as Gol is ou r 
character bu ilder, so it may bo said that 
every man creates in himself his own notion 
of God. 
The deities of antiq u ity, even thu o 
of Greece and Koine, with a few gracefu l 
exceptions, wou ld not be perm itted to walk 
abroad in ou r land. 
Their only temple 
wou ld be the state prison. 
Finally a race 
appeared th at stru ck the tru e faiih. 
F**r 
everything that constitu tes su perior religi *n 
we are indebted to the great Hebrew stock. 
It is u little remarkable that the Christian 
w .rid have set their faces agu inst the pe iplo 
th at 
gave 
them 
all 
they 
beliove. 
Modern 
science 
has 
disowned 
the 
constru ctive chapters of Genesis, bu t it was 
worth the collecting of those legeu ds to have 
got the fact established in that early day: 
**Tbere is bu t one God.”

He is the su m of all things fou nd ex­ 
cellent or made conceivable in the experience 
of hu manity. 
Thu s, generally, great na­ 
tu res, gathering the moralities and 
in­ 
creasing 
virtu es 
of 
the 
race in 
any 
age, 
fu -ed 
them 
into 
a 
conception 
or divinity, and in some gloriou s hou r God 
sped abro ad—« hot throu gh them, as it were 
—the lightning of his own mind, till the e 
great natu res saw the principle, saw what 
this combination meant that had been thu s 
gathered in alphabetical forms scattered 
hero and there. 
God spake to u s in times 
past by holy men. 
Bu t the clearer concep­ 
tions cou ld only become 
comprehensible 
when the-e elementary conceptions had been 
developed to some extent among men. 
And 
ou r knowledge of divinity is to go on u ntil 
tbo fu liginou s doctrino« , su ch as that of u n­ 
ending consciou s torment, are swept ou t of 
the Heavens where love and ju stice reign. 
Mr. Beecher proceded to argu e that the 
conception of G >d manifo« tH in the Scrip* 
tu res themselves showed a development as 
compared in the earlier with the later books.

Wou ld abolish the Bible bocau se of historical 
errors or other 
tecnical blemishes. 
ID 
w’ou ld as soon think of condemning the 
Acropolis becau se he fou nd spiders’ webs or 
du st among its beau ties. 
The passages 
which some critics wou ld erase he considered 
landmarks showing stops of progress 
On 
the other hand he did not agree with the 
idolaters of the book—those who thou ght it 
too only revelation. 
Ho held it to t>e a rev­ 
elation carrio l down till it was so far a dis­ 
closu re of the 
method by which 
God 
makes himself known to men that it 
was left to hu man consciou sness then to 
u nfold still farther, and the moral con­ 
sciou sness of the Christian world is the tri­ 
bu nal before which all theology m u st come 
and acq u it itself of all charges against it. 
This consciou sness is the blossom of the 
Bible. 
The method (of the development of 
God, therefore, is reprodu ced 
in every 
Christian life, and as Christian virtu es in­ 
crease and spread, men grow in grace, and 
in the knowledge and therefore in their con­ 
ceptions, of God. 
The age of inspiration 
has not perished; it has broadened, and the 
resu ltant of tha ju dgm ent of God’s people 
on moral points is su bstantially a decree and 
revelation of God. 
Every development in 
the m orality of men, therefore, is gathering 
m aterial for a clearer view of God, and for 
a nobler hu manity. 
The u nwritteu Bible as 
the exhalation of the written Bible, is in the 
air like perfu mes from u nseen gardens.

An astonishing num ber of athletes, who, 
however, did not appear a t home in tig hts 
and whose attitudes resembled thosi usually 
assumed by m ercantile young g entlemen 
when behind the counter, fig ured am ong the 
specimens. 
There were a num ber of clowns, 
comedians, trag edians, sailors, etc., whose 
articles of apparel did not appear to set 
properly 011 their fig ures, and whose coun­ 
tenances sug g ested th a t they were trying in 
vain to appear a t ease. 
There wore also a 
num ber of ballet g irls and young women 
wearing other costumes, the desig ners of 
which had undoubtedly had in view a liberal 
display of the fig ure. 
But the ballet g irls 
did not stand g racefully, as a rule. 
One of 
them, who-e arm s wore uplifted, 
looked 
11101*0 like a person hang ing up clothes to 
dry. 
All of the young women had not been 
fortunate in the m atter of tig hts. 
Bune 
seemed to be misfits and sat loosely on the 
limbs for which they evidently had not been 
made. 
But am ong the sj>ecim9ns of photog raphy 
which filled the cases wore a num ber of 
pictures in which the bodies and surround­ 
ing s of the persons were fancy desig ns an l 
only the heads were g enuine.

ures were w ithout ex ception tintype-.

to copies of this a tintype portrait of his 
hen 1 was im-ted, and the necessity of either 
fancy dress or surrounding s was done aw ay 
with, 
(due of the pictures represented a 
young man, 
whose prepossessing counte­ 
nance was wTeathed in smiles, sitting astride 
of an enormous cat, which, w ith a pow er­ 
fully arched back, fiery eyes, and ferocious 
whiskers, was apparently dashing along a t 
a furious rato of speed. 
The accomplished 
rider, althoug h his body and limbs were 
som ewhat dim inutive in comparison 
with 
his head, kept his seat on tho ram pant 
m onster with an ease and a grace which a 
professional bare-back 
rider m ig ht 
well 
have envietL 
A nother picture represented a young m an 
of nerve standing in a ca rt to which was 
harnessed a hig h kicking and furious nag , 
which was blowing from his nostrils hug e 
clou Is of smoke, while its hind leg s were 
m aking vicious fig ures in the air in dang er­ 
ous prox im ity to the head of the g allant 
young man.

A g ood m any of them aro 
clerks 
and mechanics and shop g irl-, an i 
there are people a g reat deal hig her up in 
tho social scale who are not ashamed to u-e 
our costumes, even thoug h they io:V: 
know 
who were m them la» t. 
Sometimes people 
bring their own costumes, but not often. 
Young fellows, and for that matter young 
women, who fancy they are beautifully 
formed, like to be taken in tights, but they 
have no other use for the tights-— and tights 
are not very cheap—so instead of buying a 
pair just for use once, they coma here and 
UMi ours free of charge. 
Of course when we 
allow them the use of tights free, they can’t 
expect tuem to tit quite as well as it they 
w.-r« * made to order. 
We don’t give out 
any pad ling here. 
That's a trick we ain’t 
up’to. 
Hair a dozen people will call for 
tight, where one will ask for any other fancy 
costume.”

GEN. A. S. JOHNSTON. 


•NCIDENTS CONNECTED 
WITH THE 
CONFEDERATE LEADER’S DEATH. 


Recollections of an Ex-Confedei*ato Stuff 
Officer—The Lust Charge ut Shiloh 
—Tho 
Commander 
Mortally 
W ounded—Pathetic Scene. 
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[Maj, Dudley M. Haydon.j 
I had been the bearer of several orders 
lurin g tho day, and ¡11 tho intervals had not 
much to do but witness the scones hourly 
shifting before me. 
One of tho principal 
duties of a staff officer is to bear orders and 
rally troops; but our troops were so eag er to 
« trike the enemy 011 th a t day th a t m y tim e 
was not much occupied in th a t w ay; conse­ 
q uently. I was, with slig ht intervals, by the 
■fide of Gen. Johnston during the m orning 
uj) to tho time of tho charg e. 
Feeling a lit­ 
tle neg lected, I said to him : 
“You keep all 
of your staff on tho wing , Hying to and fro 
on their bor es; why do you retain mo by 
your side? 
1 w ant more to do.” 
Ho replied: 
“You 
will havo plenty of 
work to do yet.” 
In less than forty minutes* a 
came dashing up to him and 
Breckinri Ig e was sorely pressed and wanted 
help. 
Ho turned a t once and said to mo: 
“Y our chance has come. 
Go as fast as you 
can and tell Gen. Bowen to move up and 
prepare for acti m .” 
Preston, I think, hnd 
received an order just before to select tho 
g round. 
Gen. 
Bowen’s brig ade was held as a re­ 
serve. 
I soon found 
them partly under 
cover, where they had boon aw aiting orders 
all the morning. 
So soon as 
I delivered the 
order Bowen g ave tho word, and I shall 
never forget the q uick glance of delight that 
illuminated his face and all the officers and 
men of the brigade, 
which was one of the 
best drilled of the whole army. 
As they 
moved forward our path was strewed with 
the dead and wounded. 
Breckinridge had 
suffered 
a ropulse. 
Shells were bursting, 
cannon booming, and volley after volley of 
artillery and infantry were all thundering 
at the same time. 
Gen. Johnston came 
dashing up almost before Bowen’s troops 
had beeu aligned, and stopped his horse ou 
the crest of 
the hill that Preston had 
selected. 
Governor Harris and myself were 
the only members of his staff at that moment 
by his side. 
Gen. Breckinridge came riding 
up under great excitement, and said; 
“ Gen­ 
eral, I have a regiment of Tonesseeaus who 
refuse to figbt. 
I havo been doing my 
utmost to rally them and get them iu.” 
Gen. Johnston did not answer him, but 
turned suddenly to Governor Harris, saying: 
“ Did you hear that, governor? ” and ropoated 
Breckinridge’s 
words 
to 
him. 
Harris 
galloped forward after saying: 
“I will see 
what I can do.” 
Breckinridge followed, but 
returned in a few moments and said again: 
“Gen. Johnston, 
I cannot get my men to 
make tho charg e.” 
To which ho replied; 
“Then I will help you.” 
It was then Gen. Johnston bowed to him 
and rode instantly into Bowen’s lines, not 
m any paces off, and motioned with his rig h t 
hand for an opening to bo made. 
I followed 
him, and .stopped by tho side of Bowen, in 
p isition im m ediately behind his brig ade. 
The g eneral then turned to the left and 
rode up and down the lino, returning near 
tho sj>ot where ho entered i t Hero ho halted 
ami saluted. 
U11 ono of his ling ers hung a 
hr ig ht t in-cup, 
which 
had been handed 
him by Preston during the m orning , and 
which had served him for drinking w ater 
as we crossed the ravines. 
I was wftlun 
tw enty paces of him, aud according to my 
recollection theso woro his \eord*: “Men or 
Tex as an i Arkansas, tho enem y is stubborn. 
I w ant you 11 nv to show Gen. 
B eaureg ard 
an 1 Gen. Brag g what you can do with your 
bayonets un 1 your toothpicks. 
I will lead 
you. 
Forw ard!” 
The men went in with a 
yell. 
Turning around to see if all tho men were 
a Ivancing 111 tii) jire, I saw about 
1 JO fine- 
looking tro )ps crouching along the lino of a 
fence, aud, riding up to them, found th at 
they « » re a part of the reg im ent th a t Gov­ 
ernor H arris hnd attem pted to rully and 
<• ul I not put them into the fig ht 
To them 
Inp}x *alei, but to no purpose. 
Ah th» *-; • me louts happened, 
1 um sure, 
wit ¡in tiiii ty minute« . 
Putting spurs t> my 
hers*) J g uli j »• u a few yards and was m et 
1 y Piestmi, who tol l me he had ju-.t placed 
liutlodg e m p » 'it.oil 1.0 a* th) ravm e, and hi- 
battery wiu delivering 
a sweeping 
tire 
thrnog a t 0 d.-m* i red and retreating ranks 
oi tlie enemy. 
He asked mo: 
**iiow is thy buttle g oing 
on, and where is Johnston?” 
Just then Col. 
Theodore U H ira approached u> with a sad 
face, and sui i : 
*1 fear Gen. Johnston is 
m ortally wounde 1. 
W here can 1 g et u sur­ 
g eon?’ 
We hurriedly rode iu the direction 
of the crest o? the hill on which the churg e 
was m ale. 
A few m om ents broug ht Us to 
where our chief was lying iu a reclining 
position, supported in tht) arm s of Governor 
Harris. 
A rniuie ball had torn otf part of 
the sole of hi* boot, from which tho blood 
was 
oozing . 
He was deathly pale, thoug h his 
eyes were open, but w ithout luster. 
Preston lifted hun in his arm» , opened 
rapidly 
his clothing, 
but could find no 
wouud* 
ou 
uis body. 
He 
then 
ex­ 
claimed 
with 
great 
emotion, 
an 1 
louily 
called 
out: 
“ Johnston, 
don*£ 
you know me? ” 
No response followed, and 
Prestou cried, 
“G iro me some 
whisky.” 
Maj. 
Wickham handed me a 
canteen, 
which he had picked up ou the battle-field, 
and being also eu my knees and nearer his 
bea \ I poure i a few t*bIespoonfuL* down 
his throat but he could not swallow, and it 
tiowed over his chin. 
I saw that there was 
no hope, an l putting my hand to his side au­ 
nt uuced to Pr istoa that his heart had ceased 
to bva« 


I 
Preston straightened up, and, casting his 
eyes to the heavens, cried out in the most 
thrilling tones of anguish I ever heard; 
“ My God! my God! Haydon, isiteo? ” 
A 
moment aftor, recovering his self-command, 
he drew out his note-book of the battle and 
road to those of tho staff, who were stand­ 
ing around, this dispatch, which he asko I 
Governor Harris to bear instantly to Gen. 
Beauregard. 
The words were in substance 
as follows: 
“Ravine , 2.30 o'clock.—Gen. Johnston has 
just fallen, mortally wounded, after a victo­ 
rious attack on the left of the enemy. 
It 
now devolves 
on you 
to com plete the 
victory.” 
Preston, turning to us, said: “ I will go 
forward and procure an ambulance. 
You, 
gentlemen, will carry the body as rapidly as 
you can to the rear.” 
Rifled cannons were 
tearing the limbs above out* heads, and the 
Minnie balls were whistling dreadfully about 
our ears. 
A blanket was pulled from a sad­ 
dle near by, and wo laid the general’s body 
upon it, and before we lifted the body I 
jerked m y sash from my waist and covered 
liis face, shielding it from tho rays of tho 
sun. 
We took the body to the very spot that we 
had left in the morning, some two miles in 
thtf rear over ground which had been so stub­ 
bornly contested. 
The spot where Johnston 
fell was near the utmost boundary to which 
the Confederates drove tho Federal army 
fimt, dnv
